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Mr.  Lester  Ball. 

Lester  Ball  was  born  on  September  28th,  181?,  on  the  sixth  lot  of  the  sixth 
range  of  the  township  of  Brome.  %.  Ball's  grandfather,  Jacob  Ball,  came  from 
Dunham  into  Brome  in  1800,  having  lived  in  Dunham  six  or  seven  years,  Re  was 
bom  in  Hewfane,  Vermont,  in  176U,  but  settled  in  early  manhood  on  bouth  ero 
Island,  in  Lake  Champlain.  Here  his  son,  afterwards  known  as  Captain  dames  Ball, 
and  the  father  of  Lester  Ball,  was  born. 

The  wife  of  the  grandfather  of  Mr«  Ball  was  a  daughter  of  Captain  Ephradjn 
Stone,  who  settled  in  Brome  on  the  farm  where  R.  Edmund  tiller  now  lives. 

Captain  Ephraim  Stone  was  not  a  United  Empire  Loyalist,  but  was  a  Revol- 
utionary soldier,  and  was  a  lieutenant  at  Lexington  and  Bunker  Hill.  He  was 
also  at* Ticonderoga  (see  Hew  Hampshire  Revolutionary  Rolls;. 

He  was  born  at  Westmoreland,  Hew  Hampshire.  His  son-in-law,  Jacob  Ball, 
was  of  a  U.  E.  L.  family. 

Father  James  Ball,  father  of  Lester  Ball,  married  his  cousin,  Abigail 
Stone,  daughter  of  Daniel  Stone,  who  was  alsc  a  Revolutionary  soldier  and  a 
corporal  in  Captain  Cole's  Company. 

This  Daniel  Stone  settled  in  Brome  in  1799  on  the  farm  now  owned  by  Jerry 
Jackson. 

On  September  2nd,  16*39,  Lester  Ball  married  Mary  Ann  Oilman.  Their  children 
were:  Alexander  Lester,  born  June,  131+0,  lives  in  Dublin,  N.  H.j  Newton  3  born 
February  1st,  18U2,  lives  in  Springfield,  Mass. 5  Alzina  Mary,  bom  Inarch  8th, 
18U$    married  C.  H.  Smith,  of  Monet on,  Vt.;  Edgar  Adolphus,  bom  March  8th,  13R7, 
lives  in  Springfield,  Mass. 5  Martha  Dorinda,  born  July  10th,  16%  married  Caspar 
H.  Dean,  of  Monet on,  Vt.;  Ernest  Selby,  bom  August  lOyh,  16%  lives  in  Lew 
York;  Forest  Eugene,  bom  January,  1859,  lives  in  Jeerfield,  Mass. 

Until  I898  Mr.  Lester  Ball,  with  the  exception  of  one  year,  lived  in  Brome 
township.  In  the  autumn  of  1898  he  and  his  wife  went  to  live  with  their  son  in 
Hew  York  city. 

&r.  Ball  has  been  a  farmer  all  his  life.  This  did  not  prevent  him  from 
emulating  the  example  of  his  father  and  other  relatives  when  the  Canadian  Re- 
bellion broke  out/Hei  served  as  sergeant  in  the  infantry  in  1837 .  The  next 
year,  1833,  he  joined  the  cavalry  as  private  under  Captain  Alonzo  Wood.  He  still 
holds  his  discharge.  He  holds  a  Lieutenant's  commission  in  a  special  company 
commanded  by  Captain  Bullard. 

Mr.  Ball  served  as  school  commissioner  for  twelve  years,  and  was  chairman 
of  the  Board  for  eight  years  of  that  time. 

He  is  one  of  the  charter  members  of  the  first  Good  Templars'  Lodge  formed 
in  Brome.  Ke  also  joined  the  Sons  of  Temperance.  He  has  been  a  teetotaller 
throughout  his  long  life. 

Mr«  Ball  served  his  township  as  bridge  inspector  for  two  terms. 
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On  his  marriage  day  Ivir.  Ball  made  three  vows:  1,  That  his  wife  shouldst  never 
see  him  come  home  drunk.  2.  That  she  should  never  hear  him  use  profane  language. 
3.  That  neither  she,  nor  his  children  should  they  have  any,  would  ever  see  him 
working  on  Sunday  in  any  unnecessary  way.  These  vows  he  has  been  able  to  keep. 

r-Lr.  Ball  lived  on  the  highland  farm  near  where  the  Knowlton  Reservoir  is 
now  located.  This  place  is  the  eleventh  lot  of  the  eleventh  range  of  Brome.  His 
father,  Caotain  Barnes  Ball,  then  lived  on  the  north  side  of  Gold  Brook,  opposite 
the  factory  (the  farm  now  owned  by  Frederick  .England,  Esq*)*  Captain  James  Ball 
settled  on  that  farm  in  1317,  when  Lester  was  two  years  old. 

Mr.  Ball  is  still  very  active  and  every  summer  spends  a  few  weeks  in  Brome 
in  August,  and  attends  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Brome  County  Historical  Society, 
of  which  he  is  one  of  the  Honorary  Presidents. 

Mr,  Ball  is  ninety-three  years  of  age  and  apparently  in  perfect  health. 


Curios  in  the  Museum  of  the  Brome  County  historical  Society,

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Jacob  Ball,  formerly  of  Hewfane,  Vt.,  lived  for  years  on  South  Hero 
Island  in  Lake  Champlain.    Hiws  wife  was  a  daughter  of  Capt.  Bpjraim  Stone.  Capt. 
James  Ball,  son  of  Jacob,  was  born  on  South  Hero  Island  in  1737.  He  married  his 
cousin,  Abigail  Stone,  daughter  of  Daniel  Stone,  a  Revolutionary  soldier  and  a 
corporal  in  Captain  Cole's  Company. 

Jacob  Ball  came  to  Brome  in  1300  and  settled  on  the  land  where  the 
major  part  of  Brome  Village  now  stands.  He  constructed  the  first  feanie  house  in 
the  township.  It  stood  where  the  home  of  Mrs.  Bdgar  Chapman  now  stands.  It  had 
four  fireplaces,  one  being  on  each  of  the  four  sides  of  a  huge  stone  chimney 
passing  up  through  the  centre  of  the  somewhat  large  house,  thus  heating  four 
large  rooms.  A  large  piece  of  the  frame  of  this  original  home  of  Jacob  Ball 
was  supplied  to  the  Museum  by  the  late  Lester  Ball,  grandson  of  Jacob  Ball, 


Capt.  James  Ball  lived  to  be  ninety-seven  years  of  age,  being  one  of 
the  pioneers  of  Knowlton,  and  a  partner  of  the  founder  of  the  village,  Col.  P. 
H,  Knowlton.  Capt.  James  Ball  had  two  sons,  James,  Jr.,  and  Lester, 
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Lester  Bail  died  in  1916  having  passed  the  century  mark.  He  was  able  to 
read  and  enjoy  the  newspapers  within  two  days  of  his  death.  He  wrote  a  letter 
at  this  time  to  the  secretary  of  our  Society  which  was  so  clear  and  interesting 
that,  at  the  suggestion  of  the  late  Judge  Lynch  and  the  honourable  Sydney  Fisher, 
it  was  framed  and  is  on  exhibition  in  the  museum. 

Lester-  Ball's  sister  who  outlived  her  brother,  dying  in  her  102nd  year,  and 
known  as  Mrs.  Timothy  Chamberlin,  related  to  me  on  her  100th  birthday  this  re- 
markable account  of  her  grandmother  who  was  a  daughter  of  Capt.  Ephraim  otone: 
"My  Grandmother  was  a  woman  of  remarkable  energy,  determonation,  and  skill.  One 
time°when  my  father  received  a  summons  to  appear  in  Court  in  Montreal,  and  there 
were  only  three  days  before  he  must  start,  and  he  had  no  suitable  pants  in  which 
to  appear,  she  went  to  the  pasture  and  caught  and  sheared  a  black  sheep,  then 
caught  and  sheared  a  white  sheeo.  She  carded  this  wool  into  rolls,  spun  it  into 
yam,  quilled  the  necessary  quantity  of  one  color  for  the  woof s  then,  taking  the 
other  color  for  the  warp  and  placing  it  properly  in  the  loom,  she  wove  some  clotn 
into  small  black  and  white  checks.  When  she  judged  that  she  had  a  sufficient 
ouantitv  of  cloth  she  took  it  from  the  loom  and  made  the  required  pants  for  my 
grandfather,  working  without  sleep  for  three  days  and  two  nights  that  her  hus- 
band might  go  suitably  clothed  to  the  city."

Mr.  Lester  Ball,  who  was  born  in  the  Township  of  Brome  m  I0I5, 
when  a  young  man  setting  sable  traps  in  the  Bolton  Mountains  discovered  the 
3olton  Pass  as  a  suitable  place  through  which  to  construct  a  road.  He  went  to 
Col.  Paul  Holland  Knowlton,  who  with  him  took  it  in  hand. 

Capt.  James  Ball  was  a  partner  with  Colonel  Knowlton,  who  was  then 
L.  L.  C.  of  Lower  Canada,  and  he  succeeded  in  getting  a  grant  from  the  Govern- 
ment. This  was  about  18U2,  but  a  few  years  passed,  however,  after  the  survey 
before  the  work  of  construction  was  begun.  Capt.  J as.  Ball  was  the  superintend- 
ent of  the  work.  He  lived  on  the  north  side  of  Cold  Brook,  which  farm  is  now 
owned  by  Mr.  Kenneth  Dawes  of  Montreal.  It  is  worthy  of  note  that  his  son,  the 
afore-mentioned  Lester  Ball,  became  the  first  Hon. -President  of  our  Historical 
Society  and  lived  to  pass  the  one  hundred  year  mark.

This  file  contains  known  ancestry  and  some  collateral  branches  of  the  Ball 
Family  which  originated  in  Vermont  and  eventually  settled  in  £rnesttown  Township. 

Family  tradition,  as  furnished  by  my  grandfather  Percy  and  many  other  members 
of  my  family,  as  well  as  an  admission  of  relationship  between  the  Ball  and  Martin 
families,  reveals  that  the  wife  of  Amos  Martin  was  Susannah  Ball.  Their  daughter, 
Annie,  was  the  wife  of  Michael  Ryan  Percy  and  the  mother  of  my  grandfather,  Joseph 
Lott  r'ercy. 

A  tombstone  in  Wilton  Cemetery  reveals  that  Susannah  Ball  died  Feb.  £0,  1844, 
aged  82  years,  by  which"  it  is  assumed  that  she  was  born  in  17G1.  The  first  official 
reference  to  her  is  found  in  the  Haldimand  Papers  (public  Archives,  Ottawa) ,  where 
it  is  shown  as  follows: 

List  of  Unincorporated  Loyalists  in  St.  John's  and  Lnvirons,  25  May,  1784. 

Hitherto  provisioned,  has  neither  de- 
clined or  not  appeared  to  give  in  their 
names  for  the  lands  proposed  by  Gov- 
ernment. 

That  this  family  was  in  St.  John's  in  January,  1784,  is  confirmed  by  a 

List  of  unincorporated  Loyalists  who  Petitioned  for  Lands  Jan.  k.0,  lc?84 
Mosha  Martin 
Simeon  Martin. 

There  is  no  further  record  of  this  family  until  April  5,  1791,  when  there  is  a 
record  that  an  application  by  Amos  Martin  with  respect  to  land  had  been  rejected, 
reasons  for  refusal  not  known. 

The  Martin  family  was  residing  on  Amherst  Island  by  1795,  as  confirmed  by  the 
following. 

Sept.  15,  1795    Deborah  Ball  feio±xj&  of  Amherst  Island  was  interred,  (evidently 

Susanna's  mother) 

April  10,  1794.  Amos  Martin  appointed  constable  of  Amherst  Island. 

Sept.  15,  1794  James,  Amos,  Susannah,  William  and  Mar„. ,  children  of  Amos  ans 

Susanna  Martin  were  christened. 
On  June  1,  1797,  Amos  Martin  of  St.  John's  Lodge,  F.  is.  A.  M.  was  a  visitor  at  Lodge 
Uo.  G,  Kingston.  On  14  Sept.  1802,  he  signed  a  petition  for  a  Masonic  ^odge  in 
Ernesttown.  Wnen  the  loage  was  chartered  14  March,  1805,  he  was  the  first  Senior 
Warden.  His  name  appears  in  Lodge  records  up  to  19  Nov.  1806,  when  he  is  recorded 
as  being  Junior  Warden. 

Between  that  date  and  Sept.  1808,  Amos  Martin  left  his  family  to  go  to  Ver- 
mont. He  never  returned  until  1857.    His  departure  and  non-return  evidently  left 
his  family  in  straitened  circumstances,  because  an  entry  in  the  Vestry  Book  of  St. 
John's  Church,  Bath,  dated  £5  Sept.  1808  reads  "Offertory  money  -  14/9  was  by  con- 


sent given  to  the  relief  of  William

assuming  that  this  William  Martin  was 


the  responsible  head  of  the  fatherless  family. 

Family  tradition  regarding  the  re-marriage  of  the  forsaken  wife  to  Peter  Assels- 
tine,  U.Jii.,  is  confirmed  by  these  items: 

Married  Peter  AsSelstine  and  Susannah  Ball,  both  of  j^rnesttown,  1  Jan.  1809 

McDowall's  Marriage  Register. 

Susannah  Asselstine,  died  Feb.  20,  1844,  aged  82.    Erected  by  her  son  William 
Martin.  Wilton  Cemetery. 

An  additional  entry  in  Lang horn  Parish  Register  reveals  that  Amos  and  Susannah 
Martin  witnessed  the  marriage  of  Silas  Nichols  and  Llizabeth  Heather  in  Bath  5  May 
1797. 

Grandfather  Percy  states  that  Amos  Martin  returned  to  Canada  in  the  fall  of 


1837,  bringing  with  him  a  son  in  nis  teens,  named  Simeon..  Amos  stayed  until  the 
winter  of  1657-56,  when  he  returned  to  Vermont,  accompanied  by  his  son  Amos.  Having 
arrived  tnere,  he  was  greeted  as  Mr.  Tanner,  the  assumption  being  that  he  changed 
his  name  after  the  desertion  of  his  family.  It  is  further  stated  that  he  died 
shortly  after  reaching  Vermont,  and  is  buried  there..

If  one  can  believe  family  tradition  that  Susannah  Ball  Martin's  descendants 
were  related  to  descendants  of  Sciliomori  and  Shadrack  Ball,  all  three  of  whom  came 
from  Vermont,  and  when  they  are  regarded  as  brothers  and  sisters,  the  relationship 
becomes  clear  and  receives  supporting  evidence  from  various  early  sources. 

The  voi.ime  of  the  Documentary  History  of  tne  State  of  Sew  York  dealing  with 
the  New  Hampshire  Grants  in  what  is  now  the  State  of  Vermont,  supply  the  first 
known  reference  to  the  Ball  family  in  which  we  are  interested.  The  area  now  comprising 
Vermont  was  disputed  ground,  New  York  and  New  Hampshire  both  claiming  right  to  col- 
onize it.  By  the  time  tne  British  Government  had  decided  in  favor  of  New  York,  many 
New  unglanders  had  settled  there  on  grants  obtained  from  New  Hampshire.  As  a  result, 
a  number  of  these  settlers  petitioned  the  New  York  authorities  in  1  Nov.  1766. 
One  of  the  petitioners  was  Crispen  Ball:  another  was  Machir  Martin.  These  two  pet- 
itioners are  probably  the  fathers  of  Susannah  Ball  snd  of  Amos  Martin. 

On  the  1st  Nov.  1770  we  find  Shadrick  and  Jacob  Ball  petitioning  re  the  New 
Hampshire  Qranfis  from  Cumberland  County,  as  well  as  Solomon  Ball.  The  two  former 
men  petitioned  at  a  later  date,  while  Solomon  and  James  Ball  signed  a  petition  on 
5  Feb.  1775.  All  of  which  shows  the  presence  of  the  Ball  family  in  what  is  now 
Vermont  from  1766  to  the  commencement  of  the  American  Revolution.  And  one  can 
assume  that  Crispin  Ball  was  the  father  of  Shadrack,  Solomcn,  Jacob  and  James  Ball. 

The  Annals  of  Brattlebcro  confirms  the  presence  of  a  Ball  family  in  Vermont  ^0 
before  the  Revolution.  This  book  reads: 

Shadrack  and  Jacob  Ball  lived  in  the  neighborhood  east  end  north  of  the 

common  where  the  meeting  house  was  built. 
The  records  of  the  American  War  Department  show  that  "one  Shadrick  Ball  served  in 
the  Revolutionary  War,  rank  not  shown,  in  Captain  Blisha  Benedict's  Company,  2nd 
if.ei    York  Regiment,  commanded  by  Colonel  Goose  Van  Sciiaick,  stationed  at  Chambly  Fort. 
His  name  appears  only  on  the  company  muster  roll  covering  the  period  from  January 
1,  to  January  Si,  1776,  which  shows  that  he  enlisted  January  1,  1776.  No  further 
record  found. " 

Tne  Annals  of  Brattieboro,  ^age  132,  read: 

Solomon  Ball  acted  as  a  letter  carrier  in  April,  178^,  carrying  a  letter 
from  General  Haldimand  in  Canada  to  Newfane. 

Snadrick  Bali  in  Aug.  178ic,  arrived  in  Brattieboro  with  another  letter 
directea  to  Smitn. 

The  above  items  vvculd  make  one  believe  that  Crispin  Hall  settled  in  the  New 
Hampshire  shortly  after  the  Fall  of  New  France,  with  the  first  record  being  dated 
1766.  His  sons  evidently  were  those  enumerated  above.  Oiff  these,  Shadrick  saw  service 
in  the  American  Rebel  Army  for  a  short  period  early  in  the  War.  The  Annals  of 
Brattlebcro  indicate  that  both  Solomcn  and  bhadrick  .ioined  the  British  Army  before 
1762,  during  which  year  they  acted  as  messengers  for  General  Haldimand  in  the 
negotiations  then  under  way  between  the  British  and  the  newly-formed  Province  of 
Vermont. 

Confirmation  that  some  members  of  this  family  stayed  in  the  region  of  Vermont 
and  Northern  New  York  is  found  in  the  Census  of  1790.  In  Hoosick  Town,  Albany  County 

is  found

Canadian  Origins. 


The  first  record  of  members  of  this  family  is  the  enlistment  of  Solomon  and 
Shadrack  Ball  in  the  Queen's  Loyal  Rangers,  commanded  by  Lt.-Col.  John  Peters,  at 
its  formation  24  June,  1777.  This  unit,  recruited  in  what  is  now  Vermont,  served 
in  the  Campaign  with  Burgoyne,  and  at  the  Convention  its  members  were  allowed  to 
retire  to  Canada.  These  two  men,  evidently  brothers,  continued  within  the  British 
lines  until  the  Peace  in  1753,  and  both  were  discharged  from  the  Service  24  Dec. 
1783.  Both  were  at  St.  John's,  Que.,  in  177b,  and  both  were  messengers  for  Gen. 
Haldimaid  in  1782  during  his  negotiations  with  the  newly- formed  Province  of  Ver- 
mont. Solomon  is  shown  as  serving  at  Carleton  Island  in  1781.  He  married,  before 
Mar.  24,  1763,  on  which  date  his  wife  was  provisioned  at  St.  John's.  She  is  shown 
to  be  a  daughter  of  Daniel  Walker,  U.E.,  by  Solomon's  petition  La  1797.  At  that 
time  his  petition  mentions  children,  Lucinda,  Mercy  and  bsther,  as  be^n^byrn 


jmotTitrt^.  In  a  List  of  Loyalists  prepared  in  the  Fall  of  1783,  Solomon  is 
of  Vermont,  farmer  and  taylor  who  owned  his  lands.  His  brother  Shadrack  is  also 
referred  to  as  a  farmer  from  Vermont. 

to 

Solomon  Ball  settled  in  the  Prescott  area  in  1784,'  but  later  removed  to  Ern- 
esttown,  where  he  drew  lands  in  1790.  He  received  Crown  Grants  for  lands  in  4th 
Coneession,  west  half  Lot  2,  south  half  Lot  3,  and  north  half  Lot  23,  in  1802, 
18ffll  and  1815  respectively.  This  land  is  evidently  that  for  which  he  applied  for 
in  1797.  In  1797  Solomon  Ball  made  application  for  admission  to  St.  John's  uodge, 
No.  G,  F.  8c  A.  M.,  Kingston.  This  application  was  referred  to  Bro.  Amos  Martin, 
'a  Visitor  of  St.  John's,1  likewise  his  brother-in-law.  Solomon  was  re.iected 
because  he  had  also  made  an  application  to  Lodge  No.  7,  and  perhaps  was  also  out- 
side the  jurisdiction  of  No.  6.  On  14  Sept.  1802,  Solomon,  evidently  then  a  Mason, 
signed  a  petition  for  a  Lodge  in  Ernesttown  (now  Bath).  In  the  following  year  when 
the  charter  was  granted,  he  became  a  charter  member  of  this  Lodge,  No.  13.  In  1812 
he  served  in  the  1st  Adding ton  Militia.  A  more  or  less  complete  list  if  his  children 
contains

Shadrack  Ball  also  settled  in  the  Prescott  area  in  1784.'  He  likewise  later 
removed  to  Ernesttown,  where  he  drew  land,  but  evidently  relinquished  or  sold  it 
before  a  Crown  deed  was  issued.  He  married,  wife's  name  unknown,  and  had  the  following 
children:

Another  brother  would  appear  to  be  Jacob  who  was  a  soldier  in  Col.  John  Peters' 
Corps  or  or  before  25  June,  1780.  He  may  have  been  the  Jacob  Ball  who  is  mentioned 
in  The  Minutes  of  Commissioners  for  Detecting  &  Defeating  Conspiracies  in  New  York 
State  on  Apr.  15,  1778,  as  "Jacob  Ball  Junr.  having  for  a  long  time  been  confined 
as  a  Suspected  Person,  and  nothing  specially  appearing  against  him"  was  released 
and  bound  to  appear  when  called.  However,  in  his  petition  for  land,  he  does  not 
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.witton  imprisonment.  In  a  List  of  Loyalists  in  the  Fall  of  1783,  he  is  listed  as 
iXr~m  Vermont.  On  26  Oct.  1783  at  St.  John's  he  signed  a  petition 
of  members  of  tne  Loyal  Rangers  for  lands  in  the  B&ssiSquoi  bay  area.  In  a  Return 
oa  incorporated  Loyalists  at  St.  John's  25  May,  1784,  he,  together  wath  Amos 
MarSn  (supposed  to  be  his  brother-in-law)  are  shown  as  not  naving  expressed  an 
oSnSn  relaUve  to  lands  offered  to  Loyalists  by  Government.  At  this  time  Jacob 
is  snom  to  have  a  wife  and  one  child.  In  his  petition  for  land,  referred  to  above 
he  if^f  irntsttom,'  and  states  that  he  served  in  the  Loyal  Rangers  for  two  years, 
Trou  which  he  was  discharged  at  the  Peace.  He  further  states  that  he  having  busi- 
ness in  Se  Colonies,  was  unable  to  draw  lands  with  his  regiment,  and  now  asks  for 
his  lands  in  Lrnesttown  Township.  There  is  no  further  record  oi  Jacob. 

A  Samuel  Ball,  of  the  2nd  Royal  Yorkers,  enlisted  4  July  1780,  may  be  another 
brother!^  is  .mdoubtedly  the  husband  of  Lve  Ball  whose  name  appears  in  the  Subsist- 
ence Lists.  She,  with  a  daughter  under  six  was  variously  at  Pointe  Clair,  St e.U en e 

eve,  St.  Michael  and  at  Sault  au  Recollet  from  25  Aug.  17bl  to  July  1783.  A  Re- 
turn of  Loyalists  &  Disbanded  Troops  lodged  and  victualled  at  Lachme  19  Sept.  1784 

readSSamuel  Ball,  wife  and  one  son  8c  one  dau.  under  six,  as  having  'gone  to  his 
lands. 

An  interesting  and  convincing  feature  of  the  movements  of  these  various  mem- 
bers of  the  Ball  Family  is  that,  except  for  Samuel,  they  all  came  from  Vermont  and 
all  ultimately  settled  in  Lrnesttown  and  its  immediate  vicinity.  This,  to  my  mind, 
dikni^ely  points  to  their  being  brothers  and  sister.  Evidently  future  research 
may  add  definite  evidence  of  relationship. 
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Future  Research. 

Further  research  into  the  origins  of  this  family  must  necessarily  be  made  in 
libraries,  church  records,  cemetery  records,  etc.  in  Vermont  and  New  England,  part- 
icularly in  New  Hampshire,  Massachusetts  and  Connecticut.  The  State  Library  in 
Albany,  N.Y..  would  be  likely  to  reveal  further  information.  Likewise  the  archives 
in  Montpelier,  the  Capital  of  Vermont.  Records  of  early  New  England  families  in 
Genealogical  Societies,  family  histories,  church  and  town  and  county  histories, 
etc.,  should  be  searched  whenever  possible.  Likewise,  the  Genealogical  page  of 
the  Saturday  Hartford  Times  could  be  utilized  for  this  purpose.

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BROWNE  (BROWN) . 
Introduction. 

There  were  three  early  settlers  of  Watertown,  of  the  name  of  Browne,  be- 
longing, as  we  have  reason  to  believe,  to  the  same  family,  and  nearly  related, 
viz.:  Richard,  Abraham  and  John.  There  is  little  doubt  that  John  was  a  nephew 
to  Richard.  It  was  for  some  time  believed,  upon  apparently  very  satisfactory 
evidence,  that  .Abraham  and  Richard  were  brothersj  but  some  facts  have  come  to 
light  that  would  harmonize  as  well  with  the  supposition  that  Abraham  was  the 
nephew  of  Richard  (see  note  7).  Mr.  Somerby  has  satisfactorily  traced  the  lin- 
eage of  this  family,  through  several  generations,  to  Christopher  Browne,  of 
the  parish  of  Hawkedon,  co.  Suffolk,  England,  and  thence  to  the  ancient  family 
of  Browne,  of  the  Borough  of  Stamford,  in  Lincolnshire,  and  of  Tolethorpe,  in 
the  county  of  Rutland*  the  latter,  the  principal^  seat  of  the  head  of  the  family 
for  probably  four  hundred  years  or  more.  In  the  preceding  pedigree,  Richard  and 
Abraham  appear  as  brothers,  and  this  was  probably  their  true  relation.  Diligent 
search  in  England  has  failed  to  bring  MgHK  to  light  any  records  that  bring 
down  the  Hawkedon  branch  of  the  family  to  a  later  period  than  is  shown  in  the 
pedigree;  and  in  the  absence  of  record  or  other  strong  evidence  to  show  that 
.Abraham  belonged  to  the  succeeding  generation,  he  will  probably  remain  undis- 
turbed in  his  place  in  the  table,  as  shown  by  the  records  relating  to  the 
Hawkedon  family,  and  which  harmonizes  with  all  known  facts,  except  the  loose 
recitals  referred  to  in  note  7$  and  these  may  with  equal  plausibility  be  con- 
strued either  way. 

Note  7. 

The  records  of  Boston  and  of  the  county  of  Suffolk  (Mass.)  show  that  there 
was  an  Edmund  Browne,  a  proprietor  of  Boston,  as  early  as  16U7,  who  married, 
lU  Dec,  1653,  Elizabeth  Oakley  (daughter  of  "Mary,  the  relict  of  the  late 
Robert  Bouchier,  alias  Garret "(Gannet?).  She  was  probably  a  daughter  by  a  former 
marriage,  or  a  widow  at  the  time  of  her  marriage  to  Browne.)  They  had  two 
children,  Mary,  born  Dec.  15,  1656,  and  John,  born  Oct.  9,  1660.  He  died,  after 
an  absence  of  several  years,  at  Sardainham  (Surinam?).  Both  of  his  children 
also  died  early,  and  Jonathan,  the  son  of  Abraham  Browne,  of  Watertown,  inher- 
ited his  land  as  next  of  kin.  In  a  deed,  dated  Jan.  1,  1672-3,  from  Jonathan 
to  one  Richard  Tsylor,  conveying  the  reversion  of  some  of  Edmund^  real  estate, 
he  recites  that  he  is  "cousin  and  next  heir  of  said  Edmund;"  and  afterwards, 
in  the  same  instrument,  he  calls  Edmund  his  uncle.  In  a  suit  for  possession  of 
a  piece  of  land  belonging  to  the  estate,  Edmund  (1682)  is  incidentally  several 
times  called  iaiie  uncle  of  Jonathan.  The  records  relating  to  Edmund  bear  evi- 
dence of  great  carelessness,  and  are  in  many  respects  contradictory  and  diffi- 
cult, if  not  impossible,  to  harmonize  with  any  hypothesis  that  may  be  assumed 
to  reconcile  them.  It  is  believed,  according  with  the  first  recital  in  said 
deed,  that  Edmund  was  a  nephew  of  Abraham,  and  brother  to  John,  of  Watertown, 
and  son  of  John,  of  Hawkedon.  His  birth  does  not  appear  in  the  table  of  pedi- 
gree; but  the  early  parish  register  (commencing  in  1538)  is  lost.  There  is  now 
none  dating  back  beyond  1709.  It  was  the  custom  as  early  as  1560  for  clergymen 
to  deposit  certified  copies  of  these  registers  each  year  in  the  Will  offices. 
Very  few  of  these  copies  are  now  in  existence.  It  was  amongst  those  remaining 
in  the  office  of  Burs'-  St«  Edmunds,  relative  to  Hawkedon,  that  were  found  the 
baptisms  of  Mary  and  John,  the  children  of  John,  and  grandchildren  of  Thomas, 
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of  Hawkedon.  The  births  and  baptisms  of  no  other  grandchildren  of  said  Thomas 
have  been  discovered. 

Me  have  scarcely  a  doubt  that  Edmund  was  the  son  of  John,  of  Hawkedon, 
This  supposition  best  harmonizes  all  known  facts.  The  name  of  his  son  John,  for 
his  supposed  paternal  grandfather—the  daughter  being  named  Mary  for  her  mat- 
ernal grandmother — is  confirmatory  of  it.  It  is  possible  that  Abraham,  of 
Watertown,  was  also  a  son  of  John,  of  Hawkedon,  and  that  his  place  in  the  table 
should  be  a  degree  below  that  of  Abraham  of  the  pedigree,  with  whom  we  have 
identified  him,  but  the  balance  of  probabilities  inclines  the  other  way. 

BROWNE. 

Abraham  Browne,  a.  younger  brother,  or  nephew  of  the  Elder,  Richard  i^rovne  (see 
Note  7).  He  was  a  very  early  settler,  perhaps  one  of  the  first  of  Water- 
town,  and  was  admitted  freeman  March  6,  1631-2.  He  was  a  land  surveyor, 
and,  as  is  manifest  from  the  records,  in  the  early  municipal  transactions 
of  the  town  he  received  important  appointments  and  trusts  more  numerous 
than  were  conferred  upon  any  other  person.  No  two  men  were  more  respected 
and  confided  in,  than  he  and  his  relative,  Richard  Browne.    ...  In 
163U,  he  was  appointed,  in  conjunction  with  Tobert  Seeley,  to  survey  all 
the  lots  that  are  granted;  and  they  were  also  appointed  conservators  of 
timber  trees— none  to  be  cut  down  without  their  consent. 
The  Court  Records  of  Middlesex  County  show  that  on  Oct.  1,  16^0,  his  Will 
and  Inventory  was  "accepted  at  Court.  And  an  order  of  Court,  made  Oct.  6, 
1691,  respecting  the  final  settlement  of  his  estate,  recites  of  him  as 
"deceased  in  the  year  l6£o." 

His  widow,  Lydia,  married  Nov.  27,  16£9,  Andrew  Hodges  of  Ipswich.  On  his 
(Andrew)  death  in  Dec,  166£,  his  widow  returned  to  Watertown,  where  she 
died  Sept.  27,  1686. 

By  his  wife,  Lydia,  Browne  had  six  children,  of  whom  at  least  one  and 

probably  two  were  born  in  England.

The  name  Amos  Martin  has  not  been  found  on  the  records  on  file  in  this 
office  of  Vermont  soldiers  in  the  Revolutionary  War. 

The  records  of  this  office  show  that  one  Shadrick  Ball,  name  not  borne 
as  Shadrack  Ball,  served  in  the  Revolutionary  War,  rank  not  shown,  in  Captain 
Elisha  Benedict's  Company,  2nd  New  York  Regiment,  commanded  by  Colonel  Goose 
Van  Schaick,  stationed  at  Chambly  Fort.  His  name  appears  only  on  the  company 
muster  roll  covering  the  period  from  January  1,  to  January  31,  1776,  which 
shows  that  he  enlisted  January  1,  1776.  No  further  record  found. 

The  collection  of  Revolutionary  War  records  in  this  office  is  far  from 
complete,  and  it  is  suggested  as  a  possibility  that  additional  information 
may  be  obtained  from  the  Manuscripts  and  History  Section,  New  York  State 
Library,  Albany,  New  York,  or  from  the  Veterans  Administration,  Washington, 
D.C.,  which  has  the  custody  of  the  United  States  pension  records.

While  looking  through  the  book  "Contributions  to  the 
Eastern  Townships"  by  Cyrus  Thomas,  tonight  I  came  across  the  following: 

"He  (Jacob  Ball)  was  formerly  from  Newfane,  Vt.      He  removed  to  G^and 
Isle  County  about  1781  and  came  from  that  place  to  St..  Arm  and  (Que.  in 
the  Eastern  Townships.  My  note.),  in  1794*      He  settled  a  short  distance 
north  of  Frelighsburg,  on  the  lot,   a  Dart  of  which  is  now  (1864)  owned 
by  J.  Knappp.     Here  he  lived  till  he  came  to~  Brome.     He  erected  his  first 
dwelling  in  this  tawnship^,  on.  the  spa>t  now  occupied  by  the  store  of  S.L. 
Chandler.      He  opened  a  public  house  as  early  as  1805.     In  1804,  he  built 
a  saw-mill  on  the  site  of  the  present  saw-mill  of  D.  Smith  (1864-66'). 

Mr.  Ball  left  three  children,  two^  sons  and  a  daughter, 
his  daughter  married  Stephen  Westover,  of  whom  a  sketch  is  given  in  the 
history  of  North  Sutton..  (Qtephen,  son  of  Moses  Westover  of  Sheffield. 
Mass.  -  a.  loyalist).    Oneof  his  (Jacob  Ball)  sons  has  resided  in  Canada 
West  for  many  years  -  the  other  Captain  James  Ball,  is  still  living  in. 
Brome.     He  was  one  of  the  first  school  commissioners  in  the  township,  and 
held  the  office  of  road  commissioner  for  several  years.     During  the 
rebellion  he  was  captain  of  a  company  of  militia.     In  1855  he  was  appointed 
Superintendent  of  roads  and  bridges  for  the  County  of  Brome." 

Because  of  the  fact  that  a  son  of  Jacob  Ball  lived  in 
Canada  West  "for  many  years"  and  James  Ball  lived  in  the  E.T.,  I  am 
wondering  if  this  clarifies  that  your  3rd  great  grandfather  was  Samuel 
Ball.     Could  you  have  mistaken  that  their  father  was  John  Ball  and  should 
be  Jacob  Ball?    I  realize  I  am  only  jumping  to  conclusions  and  that  there 
were  two,  possibly  brothers,  John  and  Jacob,  each  having  sons  named  James. 
But  if  I  am  right,   and  James  Ball  lived  in  the  E.  T..,  then  Samuel  must 
have  been  your  ancestor  as  he  is  reported  living  in  Canada  West  or  U6t>er 
Canada. 

No  need  to  reply  to  this  letter  -  just  thought  I  would 
draw  this  to  your  attention.      Will  see  what  I  can  find  on  Sarah.......  who 

married  Weeden  Walker. 

I  may  hrve  more  information  on  the  Ball's  in  my  copy 
of  E.M.  Taylor's  "History  of  Brome  County"  which  is  at  my  home  in  Carp. 
Perhaps  a  library  in  your  area  will  carry  a  copy  of  those  two  volumes 
but  will  try  to  remember  to  do  some  searching  on  that  upon  my  return  to 
Carp-  next  summer.
